LANDS IN QUESTION 
AGEE’S 


(--Hoard Co. 
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WEAVER S POSITION ON 


Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 
7.—The special 
convention committee to which was re­ 
ferred the matter of drafting memori­ 
als to congress looking to adjustment 
of the segregated surface land ques­ 
tion, as well as disposition of minors, 
had President Lester, of South McAl­ 
ester before it yesterday, who presented 
the side of the Choctaws and Chicka­ 
saws. 
Delegate Boon Williams from 
the Lehigh district and A. T. West, an 
attorney of Lehigh, also appeared and 
spoke from the standpoint of the non­ 
citizen and the work of the mine town 
convention, which had memorialized 
congress to sell the surface to actual 
settlers. 
The convention may be accepted as 
favoring the state’s ultimate ownership 
of the minerals for school purposes, 
which sentiment is shared by the peo­ 
ple at large, but after getting into the 
question the committee seriously con­ 
sidered the new state’s financial ability 
to conclude a deal whereby it could 
take over the segregated surface as 
well as minerals. There is a disposition 
not to incumber the proposition of min­ 
eral purchase with any other, yet both 
Mr. Williams of Lehigh and Mr. W’est 
admitted that through the state’s own­ 
ership of the surface such lands could 
be sold for actual settlement. The 
question of securing taxable property 
in the coal districts is a serious one. 
A resolution by Weaver of Ada re­ 
sulted in some discussion, 
wherein 
Weaver sought to secure immediate ac­ 
tion by the special committee named 
by President Murray to memorialize 
congress in regard to the disposition of 
the segregated coal lands, fie received 
a second from Caudill of Hobart. Then 
W’illiams of Durant took the floor, stat­ 
ing that a meeting of this committee 
had been called for today, and that the 
passage of such a resolution would be 
a matter of discourtesy to the commit­ 
tee. The matter went over, under the 


rules, however, until tomorrow. 
Pres­ 
ident Murray stated that Private Sec­ 
retary Lester, to Gov. McCurtain of 
Hie Choctaw nation, is in the city to 
appear before the committee. 
These resolutions were offered arid 
went to committees: 
By Weaver: Asking for a report on 
the sale of surface lands in Indian Ter­ 
ritory and the removal of restrictions. 
By Swartz: To do away with reading 
proposed convention ideas in full. 
Also twelve constitutional proposi­ 
tions were introduced. 
The committee on counties and county 
boundaries was in session last night 
hearing from the Wood county people 
on. the subject of dividing the county. 
The committee intended to take up all 
of the first and second congressional 
districts last night, but the speakers 
are more numerous than it figured. 
Wood county is one of the largest in 
Oklahoma and the sentiment for divis­ 
ion is strong.

RACE SEGREGATION GOOD ROADS ASSOCIATIONS 


A special from Guthrie to the Dallas I horse. 
News explains Carlton Weaver’s at-1 
Aroused 
titude on the very important matter 
of segregating the n^gro race in the 
new state. 
It follows: 
Guthrie, 
Oklahoma, 
Dec. 7—Mr. 
Weaver of Ada, who offered the pro­ 
vision prohibiting negroes and whites 
from marrying, explains that his po­ 
sition will be to extend the scope of 
such provision to prevent marriage be­ 
tween negroes and all other persons 
not of African descent. Covering the 
subject Mr. Weaver said last night: 
‘‘The Guthrie dispatch in the Dallas 
News on Dec. 4 might be construed 
that I ara opposed to prohibiting in­ 
termarriages of Indians and persons of 
African descent, because my constitu­ 
tional provision did not cover the afore­ 
said. 
My proposition was based upon 
like provisions in other Southern Con­ 
stitutions: those that have few if any, 
Indian citizens, hence my provision did 
not satisfy the peculiar conditions in 
this, the “ Indian Stat*.** Many other 
provisions have been * troduced rela­ 
ting to race segregation that do not 
properly take care of the Indians, and 
for that reason I shall advocate a prop­ 
osition which shall advocate that the 
word “white’* in the constitution of 
Oklahoma, when referring to race seg­ 
regation, shall be construed to embrace 
all persons free from African descent. 
Such a provision, if adopted, will justly 
safeguard the Indians in many other 
respects in the state where they are 
such a conspicuous factor in society.”

Measure Introduced by Congressman 
Sheppard of Texas 
Washington, Dec. 6—One of the first 
bills introduced in the House was a 
measure by Representative Sheppard 
of Texas providing for an in come tax. 
The provisions of the bill are along the 
lines of the law of 1894, but the rates 
of taxation differ. 
It provides for a levy of 2 per cent 
on incomes from $4,000 to $8,000; of 3 
per cent on incomes between $8,000 anc 
$16,000; of 4 per cent on incomes be 
tween $16,000 and $32,000; of 5 per 
cent on Incomes between $32,000 anc 
$64,000 and of 6 per cent on all in 
comes above that amount. 
The bill 
further differs from the law of 1894 in 
that it does not exempt the income of 
old line mutual insurance companies.

STATE OWNERSHIP OF COAL 
LANDS IN QUESTION 


WEAVER’S POSITION ON 


Gutlutiie, 'Ok., Dec. 7.—The special 
convention (Committee to which was re­ 
ferred the (matter of drafting memori­ 
als to congress looking to adjustment 
of the aggregated surface land ques­ 
tion, aa well as disposition of minors, 
had President Lester, of South McAl­ 
ester before at yesterday, who presented 
the side of the Choctaws and Chicka­ 
saws. 
Delegate Boon Williams from 
the Lehigh district and A. T. West, an 
attorney of Lehigh, also appeared and 
spoke from the standpoint of the non- 
citizen and the work of the mine town 
convention, which had memorialized 
^congress to sell the surface to actual 
nettlers. 
The convention may be accepted as 
flavoring the state** ultimate ownership 
of the minerals £or school purposes, 
which sentiment is shared by the peo­ 
ple at large, but after getting into the 
question the committee seriously con­ 
sidered the new state’* financial ability 
.to conclude a deal whereby it could 
take over the segregated surface as 
well as minerals. There is a disposition 
not to incumber the proposition of min­ 
eral purchase with any other, yet both 
Mr. Williams of Lehigh and Mr. West 
admitted that through the state’s own­ 
ership of the surface such Lands could 
be sold for actual settlement. The 
question of securing taxable property 
in the coal districts is a serious one. 
A resolution by Weaver of Ada re­ 
sulted in some discussion, wherein 
Weaver sought to secure immediate ac­ 
tion by the special committee named 
by President Murray to memorialize 
congress in regard to the disposition of 
the segregated coal lands. He received 
a second from Caudill of Hobart. Then 
Williams of Durant took the floor, stat­ 
ing that a meeting of this committee 
passage of such a resolution would be 
a matter of discourtesy to the commit­ 
tee. The matter went over, under the 


rules, however, until tomorrow. Pres­ 
ident Murray stated that Private Sec­ 
retary Lester, to Gov. McCurtain of 
the Choctaw nation, is in the city to 
appear before the committee. 
These resolutions were offered and 
went to committees: 
By Weaver: Asking for a report on 
the sale of surface lands in Indian Ter­ 
ritory and the removal of restrictions. 
By Swartz: To do away with reading 
proposed convention ideas in full. 
Also twelve constitutional proposi­ 
tions were introduced. 
The committee on counties and county 
boundaries was in session last night 
hearing from the Wood county people 
on the subject of dividing the county. 
The committee intended to take up all 
of the first and second congressional 
districts last night, but the speakers 
are more numerous than it figured. 
Wood county is one of the largest in 
Oklahoma and the sentiment for divis­ 
ion is strong.

RACE SEGREGATION GOOD ROADS ASSOCIATIONS 


A special from Guthrie to the Dallas I horse 
News explains Carlton Weaver’s at-1 
Aroused 
titude on the very important matter 
of segregating the negro race in the 
new state. It follows: 
Guthrie, 
Oklahoma, 
Dec. 7-M r. 
Weaver of Ada, who offered the pro­ 
vision prohibiting negroes and whites 
from marrying, explains that his po­ 
sition will be to extend the scope of 
such provision to prevent marriage be­ 
tween negroes and all other persons 
not of African descent. Covering the 
subject Mr. Weaver said last night: 
‘‘The Guthrie dispatch in the Dallas 
News on Dec. 4 might be construed 
that I am opposed to prohibiting in­ 
termarriages of Indians and persons of 
African descent, because my constitu­ 
tional provision did not cover the afore­ 
said. My proposition was based upon 
like provisions in other Southern Con­ 
stitutions: those that have few if any, 
Indian citizens, hence my provision did 
not satisfy the peculiar conditions in 
this, the “ Indian State ” Many other 
provisions have been in troduced rela­ 
ting to race segregation that do not 
properly take care of the Indians, and 
for that reason I shall advocate a prop­ 
osition which shall advocate that the 
word “white” in the constitution of 
6lcWioma, when referring to race seg­ 
regation, shall be construed to embrace

In these interesting days of verbi­

Fielding Yoet, Michigan's Hurry Up 
football coach, gave out a long inter­ 
view the other day in which he dis 
cussed sports in general and inter­ 
national contests between England 
and America. Among the other things. 
he said: 
“If there is one thing which makes 
me weary it is that annual cry that 
goes up from English sportsmen and 
athletes that while they themselvefe 
play only for the sport to be found 
in games, Americans play solely to 
win, not caring for the sport as 
sport at all. 
“Every man who takes up a line 
of sport does so for the benefits and 
primarily, ‘sport for sport’s 
sake.” 
But any man—that is, any man with 
red blood in his veins—who goes into 
any game, goes in to win that game. 
“When Harvard first went across 
this summer the English crew used 
an old shell which they intended to 
carry through the race. 
Harvard 
comes over and makes a good show­ 
ing in the preliminary practice. The 
Englishmen get frantic when they see 
a chance to get beaten and immediate­ 
ly send in an order for a new racing 
shell of the latest and most costly 
build. 
“There would have been no differ­ 
ence so far as the sport end of the 
race was concerned, but, like anyone 
else, they wanted to win and were 
willing to take no chances. 
Then, 
again, when the race was finished we 
read where three of the Britons fell 
exhausted in their boat. 
They would 
have gotten more sport out of it had 
they not rowed so hard. but then thev 
would have been beaten. 
And still 
they rise to remark that their teams 
are only out for sport, caring not who 
wins or loses.

recent 
Olympian 
games 
England saw early that she could 
send no team to Greece able to cope 
with the American athletes. 
In place 
of sending the men she had fo r‘sport’s 
sake,’ the British association refused 
to send a team or representative at 
all, preferring to be left out entirely 
rather than be beaten.

A Mixture of Band Clay, 8and and 
Gravel Makes Compact Surface. 


In the state of Minnesota a road ol 
deep sand with the road bed channeled 
out about six inches deep was treated 
with a load of clay spread out the 
width of the wheel track, and about 16 
| 
feet in length. The same day an equal 
amount of fine gravel was spread over 
the clay. 
Of course this was a very 
thin covering, but after the first heavy 
rains the heavy loads passing over 
churned the gravel, clay and the un­ 
derlying loose sand into a soft mush, 
which, when it dried out and became 
packed, made a hard composite of 
these three materials. This road has 
stood the test of nine years of travel. 
There were three reasons why this J 
road was made so cheaply and easily. 
First, the grade was leveL 
Second, 
the sides of the road bed retained the 
materials. Third, the sticky nature of 
the clay bound together both the 
gravel and the fine sand already there. 
This road proved to be as good as the 
average country dirt road and cost less 
than $1 per rod. 
Last year another road was repaired 
by using double the amount of clay, 
that Is, a load for about eight feet, 
with half as much gravel. This road! 
had a fair foundation. The result was 
one of the finest roads in the country. 
The cost was about $350 per mile. It 
will last seven or eight years without 
much repair. 
Another very sandy road was re­ 
paired with a load of loose gravel for 
every eight feet. It was a partial fail­ 
ure as the gravel did not pack well. 
Recently gravel intermixed with black 
loam has been placed on this road with 
good results, making a hard, durable 
surface. 
Of course, where the grade was 
steep more material wa9 used and the 
road was made more crowning to pre­ 
vent the water from washing out the 
track. A piece of road was tried with 
clay alone. The clay was put on rather 
heavily so that it could not, by heavy 
loads, cut into the sand beneath. The 
sequel was after heavy rains an al­ 
most Impassable road. To remedy this 
the sand at the sides was scraped and 
shoveled on the clay, to the depths of 
several inches where it soon became 
mixed with the clay, producing a good 
surface but not as good as gravel 
would have made.. 
First, from this we infer that a very 
small quantity of clay mixed with the v 
sand of 
the road will greatly im­ 
prove it. 
Second, that it is a mistake to put a 
heavy coat of clay over sand unless an 
abundance of gravel can be procured 
to mix with it. 
Third, that heavy clay roads at times 
having bad mud holes can be improved 
by adding two or three inches of sand, 
which will soon become mixed with 
the clay, making it more friable and 
less liable to become muddy and full 
of holes. 
The gravel was hauled at about an 
average distance of I *4 miles and the 
clay about three-fourths of a mile. 
The cost of about four miles re­ 
paired this year and last was nearly 
$1 ,500, or about $375 per mile. 
Where the clay is nearby and the 
gravel at a considerable distance, most 
of the material may be clay, but if the 
conditions ase reversed, gravel should 
be the principal material, using enough 
clay to bind the materials in a hard 
solid mass.
